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Recommendations

» Trade-Offs are too great (funding and loss of beds) to require
this storage

* HSH likely will not be able to comply with a requirement if
unfunded and impacts bed counts

 HSH could explore how to increase the number of sites with
bicycle storage, implementing solutions that do not require
new funding or loss of beds AND conftinue to prioritize bicycle
storage for newly developed programs in the future
